~ needing the meals service 
rose by 15 per cent. during 
the same period. 

A total of 11,280 
‘people used the service, 
either at home, or at the 
Senior Citizens’ Club in 
Queen Street. 


Last year a total of 9794 
meals were delivered or 
served, 

This is an increased use 
of the meals service by 
1496 people. The value of 
bulk pre-processed meals 
is now being investigated. 

A nominal charge of 50 
cents is made for each 
meal, 

Mrs. Carruthers said 
that of the 11,280 meals 
provided during the 
year, 6603 were at the 
clubrooms, and 4677 de 
livered from house to 
house. 

She said total attend- 
ances of more than 1300 
had been recorded at club 
meetings each month, and 
the indoor bowls on Satur- 
days had attracted an 
average of 30 competitors 
—— a 100 per cent. increase 
on last year. : 

However, financial 
members of the club num- 
ber only 277. 

During the year Mrs. 
Carruthers dealt with con- 
sumer complaints, family 
disturbances, nursing 
home applications, 
housing problems and 
legal aid applications from 
aged Altona residents:

Two former scout leaders screened hard-core pornographic film, and subjected 
11 and 12-year-old boys to a “sexual demonstration” at the Williamstown 
scout hall, Judge Shillito told the County Court on Thursday. 


He said the film, with 
explicit sex scenes, was 
used to erotically stimu- 
late five boys during a 
weekend in March. 

“I think this is one of 
the gravest performances 1 
have ever had to deal 
with,” the judge said. 

He was sentencing John 
Stupak, 22, storeman, of 
Cleghorn Avenue, Altona 
East, and Christopher Al- 
bert Pollitt, 19, clerical as- 
sistant, of Grieves Street, 
West Newport. 

They were charged with 
committing gross in- 
decency together _be- 
pyeen March 26 and June 
16. 

Pollitt was also charged 
with gross -indencency 
with four scouts during 
the same period. 

They pleaded guilty to 
the charges.
